THE PARAMOUNT IMPORTANCE. OF - 
A SOUND POLICY OF IMMIGRATION 


DESIRABLE SETTLERS FOR WESTERN. PROVINCES 


Indiscriminate Policy in the Past of Encouraging Immigration of an 
Undesirable Class from Europe Has Resulted in Complicated 
Social and Economic Problems in the West 
Cnc 


Canada’s development after the 
war affords a subject upon which 
many minds have been engaged, and 
in regard to which many suggestions 
have bean made, Not all of these 
suggestions have been well consider- 
ed. Certainly not all will pass the 
test of practicability. But all those 
who have given the question scrious 
thought are, as the Montreal Ga- 
zette says, in agreement as to the 
paramount importance of a sound 
policy of immigration. 

In the past, continues the Mont- 
real paper, the aim has been to bring 
in new citizens with more regard to 
numbers than to quality, The  sct 
tlers brought across the Atlant 
have been called the “off-scourings of 
Europe.” That is too harsh a term, 
because the class of immigration 
which it has been intended to em- 
brace has included a great number 
of sober, industrious, thrifty and 
useful settlers, who have become 
creditable citizens. The policy fol- 
lowed has been, nevertheless, too in- 
discriminate, with the result that the 
newer provinces of the west are to- 
day called upon to face social and 
economic problems from which we 
ought to have been spared. 

When the war began the flow of 
settlers from the continent of Eur- 
ope stopped, as did the flow of new 
citizens from the British Isles, The 
Influx from the United States also 
was halted, chiefly because of | the 
apprehension that Canada’s position 
as a belligerent might impose upon 
Canadian citizens, new as well as 
old, the obligation to serve in the 
army. ‘The last year has brought a 
change in this respect. Compulsory 
military service was instituted in the 
United States before it was adopted 
in Canada, and the two countries are 
now on all fours as to the military 
obligations of their citizens. (The 
latest information from Ottawa indi- 
cates that many farmers from the 
United States are now moving into 
these Western Provinces, where they 
are taking up lands. 

There will be general agreement 
with the view expressed by The Ga- 
zette that this is a most satisfactory 
movement, one which must sesult in 
solid benefit to this country, The 
Gazette adds; 

“The settlers who enter the Cana- 
dian West from the United States, 
particularly from the western grain 
states, are from many points of view 
the best that the Prairie Provinces 
can secure. They are better equip- 
ped for grain growing on the prairic 
than are the men who go west from 
the farms of Eastern Canada, They 
have had experience in farming und- 
er conditions of soil and_ climate 
closely similar to those which prevail 
in Western Canada, so that they 
have fewer new things to learn and 
fewer old things to unlearn than 
have the men from the castern farms 
who have never ploughed the prairie. 
Morcover it is gencrally true that the 
settler from the western states is a 
man of some worldly substance, al- 
ready possessed of machinery and 
stock or with money to purchase 
both. The American settler in the 
Canadian West is infinitely more val- 
uable as a new citizen than is the 
best of the class which has come in 
the past from Middle and Eastern 
Europe, a class composed of inen of 
alien stocks, speaking their own 
languages, having their own social 
standards, and assimilating slowly. 
Whatever may be the extent of 
European emigration after the 
it is probable that Canada will 


war 


to look to the middle and western 
states of America for many if not 
for the most of her new _ settlers. 


That outlook is far from discourag- 
ing. From every economic  stand- 
point this immigration must be bene- 
ficial to Canada,”- -Regina Leader,

Dr, Kellaway, British parliamen- 
tary secretary of the minister of

$1,500,000 in Applications Have Been 
Received 

An interim report on the opera- 

tions of the Manitoba farm loans as- 

sociation up to December 31, 1917, 

was tabled in the Manitoba legisla- 

ture by the provincial treasurer, Hon. 


Edward Brown, The report gave 
figures regarding the extent of the 
| business done, with comments on 


benefits alleged to have been gained 
by the efforts of the association, 

Applications approved up to De- 
cember 31 totalled $1,569,900, _ of 
which $619,500 were paid out; 591 
applications had been accepted. The 
cost of the money loaned was 434%. 
Ten borrowers were in arrears of 
payments to the amount of $244.41. 
The board had sold 98 farm loan 
bonds, amounting to $99,575, and 286 
savings deposit certificates amount- 
ing to $118,525. Of the latter, 71 had 
been redeemed, leaving on hand 215, 
of the value of $8675. ‘The © total 
value of bonds and deposits was 30 
per cent. of the money loaned.

Cutting the Enemy’s Claws 


German Colonies and the British 
Self-governing Dominions 


It is rather premature to 
the question of the disposition of 
Germany's captured colonies untid 
the war.is over and won, but in the 
debate on the vote of credit of £600- 
000,000 for the purposes of the war 
in the British house of commons on 
March 7 last, reference was made to 
the former German colonics and 
their future, and) Mr. Donald Me- 
Master, a Canadian member of the 
imperial house, and one who keeps 
closely in touch with public opinion 
in this Dominion, addressed some 
very plain words of advice to all 
British statesmen on this subject of 
the disposition of the German col- 
onies after the war. According to 
the official report in the British Han- 
sard, Mr. McMaster said in part: 

“Although we may pride ourselves 
at the moment on having caused the 
German colonies to disappear, and on 
being temporarily in possession of 
them, we must never forget that if 
we fail in the main centres of action 
those colonies will follow the result 
there, Our possession is a mere 
temporary possession which depends 
on the result in the main theatre of 
war, and therefore our interest, and

Canadian commons, Canada’s out- 
pouring of treasure in the great 
cause is to be increased this year by 
half a billion dollars, which> will 
make a grand total (exclusive of ac- 
counts still unsettled in England) of 


$1,352,227,823 expended for war pur- 
poses by the Dominion since the 
war commenced, 

The government pretty well _as- 


sured the house, that so far as C 
ada was concerned, there should be 
no delay which could be avoided in 
adding men to those already  over- 
seas, so that the German tide might 
be abated, and that the steadtast 
purpose of the British people as ex- 
pressed by the British prime mins- 
ter should be upheld. 

In view of the declarations of Mr. 
Lloyd George, and cf the grim 
necessitics of the situation as out- 
lined by him, nobody in Canada need 
be very much surprised if the amend- 
ments which the government  pro- 
poses to bring down in connection 
with the military service act appear 
at first sight to be very drastic. In 
this connection the one important 
announcement made by the minister 
of militia was that the work of the 
tribunals should be speeded up and 
that men gathcred under the draft 
would be forthwith shipped to Eng- 
land, there to undergo an intensive 
period of training which would fit 
them for almost immediate _ service 
in the fighting lines. But there are 
reasons to believe that the new 
amendments will include some radi- 
cal changes in the act, that reasons 
for exemption will be standardized, 
that there will be some sort of read- 
justment of classes so that the great- 
est number possible of physically fit 
men s‘.all be made available for the 
struggle which is now in progress, 


and whieh the British premier be- 
lieves will reach a decision before 
the year ‘s over. 

The prime minister delivered his 


statement, which was mostly figures. 
There were few thrills in it for the 
listener, but an examination of the 
statistics cannot but be highly inter- 
esting. The expenditures for which

Government Orders 
All Men to Work 


Prevent Persons Remaining in Idle- 
ness at a Time When the Coun- 
try Requires Their Services 


Idleness in Canada is now punish- 
able by penalty. An order in council, 
read in the house of commions by the 
prime minister enacts that “all per- 
sons domiciled in Canada shall, in 
the absence of reasonable causes to 
the contrary, engage in useful occu- 
pations.” 

It declares that the “regulations 
are not intended to affect any right 
of members of organized labor as- 
sociations to discontinue their work 
in the employment in which they 
have been engaged when such dis- 
ioned by differ- 
ences actually arising between the 
employer and the employed, The 
purpose is to prevent persons cap- 


able of useful work from remaining} 


in idleness at a time when the coun- 
try most urgently requires the  ser- 
vices of all human energy possible. 
The regulation provides that: 

(1)_ Every 
the Dominion shall be regularly en- 
gaged in some useful occupation, 

(2) In any proceeding hereunder, 
it shall be a defence that the person 
is 

(a) Under sixteen 
sixty years of age.

(b) A bona fide student proceed-} 


ing with his training for some useful 
occupation, 

(c) A bona fide student in actual 
attendance at some recognized edu- 
cational institution. 


(d) Usually employed in some 
useful occupation and temporarily

er. 

(c) Physically unable to comply 
with the provisions of the law, as 
herein enacted, 

(f) Unable to obtain, within  rea- 
sonable distance, any kind of em:+ 
ployment which he is physically able 


to perform at current wages for 
similar employment, 
Violations of the regulations im-} 


poses liability to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or, in 
default, to imprisonment not exceed- 
ing six months “in any common 
jail, or im any institution or any 
farm owned by a municipality or pro- 
vince and declared by by-law or ord- 
er in council respectively to be a 
public institution or farm for the 
purposes of this law, which said-in- 
stitution or farm for the purp 
of this law shall be a common jail.” 
Where proceedings are instituted 
at the instance of a municipality, 
the fine goes to the municipality; 
where instituted by a provincial of- 
ficer, to the provincial treasurer,

Upon War-time Economy 


Sufficient food for one person for a 
day can be bought for a shilling, ev- 
en at, present prices, A shilling a 
day, once or twice a Week, need not 
involve a Spartan self-denial if the 
moncy is spent judiciously, The 
breakfast-mentt may be a large soup- 
plate of vatmeal porridge, two slices 
of toast with a little inargariie, and 
a cup of cocoa, half milk and half 
water... For Inacheon a pint.of pack- 
et soup, costing twopence, a pound 
of potatoes, and an apple or orange. 
The last meal may include a-pease- 
pudding, boiled in a cloth, with a 
luip of margarine added, bread and 
syrup, and a pint of cocoa with a 
dash of milk. \Sach a dietary, on oc- 
casional days, costs no more than a 
shilling, and is sufficient nourishment 
for all persons engaged in light man- 
ual work or sedentary occupation. 

A shilling spent on “dried peas, 
beans, rice, or maize provides mater- 
ial for several dishes, If any fatty 
food can be obtained, such as drip- 
ping, oil or suet, a perfectly nourish- 
ing meal can be made with one of 
the pulses as the chief part. It is 
possible to live healthily for a con- 
siderable time upon bez and fat. 
But a full dict of beans and peas 
cannot be recommended to persons 
of weak digestion. 

Maize is quite as nourishing as 
wheat and we are beginning to rec- 
ognize it: high food value. The be- 
lief that maize is indigestible is quite 


n 


erfoncous. It is more digestible 
than white wheat flour. Cornflour, 
often given invalids, is simply a pre- 
paration of maize. All kinds of 


dishes, from porridge to rissoles and 
fritters, can be prepared from maize- 
meal or flaked maize. This is prob- 
ably the most economical food that 
can be obtained at present. Maize is 
cheap, extremely nourishing, and cas- 
ily absorbed by the body. It is a far 
more valuable food than rice, Maize 
builds up body tissue and provides 
warmth, Its excellence as a food 
should be known to every housewife 
who has to study rigid economy anid 
wishes to obtain the best value in 
food for the cost of a shilling,

; Turgot said to the king, ‘I will re- 
distribute these taxes, I will take 
off the taxes on the necessaries of 
life, the taxes which are crushing 
your peasantry and reducing 90 per 
cent. of your people to poverty and 
drudgery, and breeding discontent 
and disloyalty everywhere, and I will 
lay it on the great estates, the wealth 
which surrounds you.’ The king 
was pleased, for, while Louis did not 
have a great mind, he had a better 
heart than it is usually given to 
kings to possess. He told the min- 


ister to proceed, ‘The minister did 
not proceed far, however, The 
wealthy estates demanded an audi- 


ence with the king on the question 
of taxes. They asserted they were 
too heavily taxed; that it would crip- 
ple his kingdom and destroy its pres- 
tige. The king listened, wavered, 
and in that wavering lost his head. 
Turgot was dismissed, the taxes 
were distributed as of old, hunger 
and want and crime came together 
and executed their wild system of 
justice, and lords and satellites and 
kings paid the forfeit of their crime, 
The French revolution was the most 
stupendous exhibition of retributive 
justice in the history of the human 
race, and its origin, its source 
its moving force were the unjust tax 
laws of France.—New York Call,

New Brunswick Historical 
Asks That Acadia Be 
Adopted 


The New Brunswick Historical So- 
ciety has unanimously adopted a re- 
solution asking that the name of the 
province be changed to Acadia, It is 
set forth that the present name is de- 
tived from a German state, that the

prefix “new" is not scientific since 
no country remains new, and that 
there is no resemblance — physically 


between the European and the Cana- 
dian Brunswick, The old name — of 
Acadia, adopted by the French from 
the Indians and applied to New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and part of 
Maine is represented to be the logical 
name for the province. It is his- 
torical, it is musical and is not Ger- 
man. 

Of course, the German association 
is the real trouble. New Brunswick 
Was not named from any relation 
that the place or people had with the 
other Brunswick.

Prisoners in Germany 


Exchanged Prisoner Says Germans 
Are Simply Beasts 


_ New instances of German barbar- 
ity to war prisoners are described by 
an officer now at Murren, Switzer- 
land, in a letter to his mother in Ed- 
monton, He was taken prisoner in 
1914 and spent nearly three and a 
half years in various German camps. 

“At Holzmindon,” he writes, “we 
had to stand in a line with dishes or 
plates in our hands at meal times, 
and as we passed up one German 
would fling some potatoes onto your 
dish while another would thrust his 
filthy hand into a great cauldron 
and deposit a piece of stinking fish 
on the plate. The commandant—the 
worst type of Prussian — stood by 
saying, ‘Ach, you will get a meal 
here as goot as you get in Piccadilly 
—Ach!” 

“No British prisoner in the 
German army command is sure of 
his life or reason, mainly because 
the encral commanding was beaten 
by the English. When I was taken 
prisoner in 1914 I was forced in a 
very exhausted condition to carry a 
wounded German on a_ shoulder 
stretcher, When we tried to rest 
from the pain caused by the bar bit- 
ing into one’s shoulder we were 
struck with rifle-butts and driven on. 
One German officer took me behind 
a house with an armed guard and at 
the point of the bayonet made me 
hand over to him my breeches. He 
gave me in their place his filthy pair. 

“The Red Cross sisters at the sta-

tions, who gave the Germans food, 
refused to give us anything, | 
“Never so long as I live will I 


have anything to do with a German. 
No savage tribe could behave as the 


Germans have. Savages have _ their 
own notions of chivalry; the Ger- 
mans have none; they are simply

“Just think of the change of emerg- 


ing from this hell and reaching 
Switzerland! Ten minutes after we 
crossed the frontier we passed a 


large crowd of Swiss, standing out 
in the snow and darkness cheering 
our train, It was as though we had 
ceased by magic to be hounded as 
animals and become human beings 
again.”
